The  Play  .  .  . 


Egypt  1200  B.C.  was  a  land  of  contrasts,  and  Christopher  Fry  is  one 
contemporary  playwright  that  has  caught  the  drama  of  the  oppressed  and 
the  oppressor  in  his  volatile  verse  play,  "The  Firstborn."  The  play  is  not 
just  the  story  of  Moses  and  his  people  on  the  verge  of  their  flight  from 
slavery;  it  is  the  story  of  inner  struggles  within  human  beings.  Human 
beings  that  can  hate  as  well  as  love.  Human  beings  who  can  "value  the 
first  kindness"  shown  him.  Human  beings  who  are  caught  between  loyalty 
to  loved  ones  and  the  call  of  God.  Human  beings  who  cannot  see  beyond 
their  own  lives.  Human  beings  who  can  not  decide  all  to  right,  yet  want- 
ing to  do  right.  Human  beings  who,  unthinkingly  grab  oppoi"tunities  and 
twist  them  to  their  own  cause.  All  these  human  beings  are  put  together 
and  in  a  space  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  we  watch  them  interact,  react  and 
present  a  pathetic  picture  of  ourselves  that  is  summed  up  in  Moses' 
last  words:

Burrey  scored  14  points  in  the  game,  but 
Freshmen  Bob  Raber  and  Chuck  Buroker  paced  the  team  18  and  15  points 
respectively.

A  lack  of  depth  in  field  events  kept 
Bluffton's  track  team  from  finishing  higher 
than  fourth  in  the  Mid-Ohio  Conference 
track  meet,  but  the  individual  stars  of  the 
team  came  up  with  some  record  breaking 
performances.  Bluffton's  crack  mile  relay 
team  smashed  the  conference  record,  which 
it  had  estabhshed  last  year,  three  times 
throughout  the  season  and  came  up  with  a 
3:27.7  clocking  in  the  conference  meet  to 
take  the  trophy  in  that  event.  The  team  was 
composed  of  Larry  Copeland,  Denny  Bishop, 
Terry  Marshall,  and  Dale  Schiffke. 

Denny  Bishop  and  Dale  Schiffke  also 
took  first  and  second  places  in  the  open  half 
mile  run  throughout  the  season.  Denny 
broke  Bluffton's  record  by  cutting  his  time 
to  2:00.3. 

Wayne  Dickason  cleared  the  high  jump 
bar  at  6'3"  to  earn  a  tie  for  the  conference 
record  in  that  event. 

Larry  Copeland  ran  the  open  440  yard 
dash  all  spring  and  came  up  with  some  ex- 
ceptional times  including  a  50.1  clocking  in 
a  dual  meet  with  Ohio  Northern.  Denny 
Kear  clipped  off  the  100  yard  dash  in  the 
time  of  9.9  seconds,  and  versatile  senior  Bill 
Lape  consistently  broad  jumped  at  about  the 
22  foot  mark.
